During thn time he worked on and off 
on Doctor Who firm at a floor assistant 
In the mid St*ties and then as in AFM 
on, fintly Cofony fn Space, ironically 
being a job up on « young FA called 
John Nathan Turner allhough, if Graeme 
explain*. ”We had ilightly different 
careen — you know John - h* i a 
dynamic, larger than life character and 
he's also a mrv clever man. There's no 
way you can flop that character, you 
have to say 'Let him go"'. Apart from 
working with the now producer, what 
•lie doe* Graeme remember from that 
ftory? 

*t remember Nichole* Pennell, an actor. 



getting caked in mud In a b*gi fight 
sequence It wet a very good ttory, all 
swashbuckling, and I remember thn 
tremendous battle between about t wel v e 
stuntmen end a wonderful chase across 
this moon landscaper* After that Graeme 
worked on the David Maloney directed 
story Pimmt of Che Da/eAa and then on 
the final Per Twee story Arena* of th* 
Spidtn 

"Thert were a couple of interesting 
things about ll for me. One was Berry 
Letts; a long, tong time ago wrtien I was 
•bout 12 I dwi a serial m a child actor - 
1 played Yen in Tht Sihtor Swonf and he 
played the father - I think to Fraser 
Hines — in the!, end then, years later, this 
man was directing and producing this 
serial. Berry is a perfectionist, a hard 
work** who gives everything to the pro 
gramme and as a junior AFM I didn't 
really understand this kind of intensity 
In the really tarty stages of planning a 
programme It took me some time to 
realise it wet simply that this man swat so 
involved In his work that li took him time 
lo unwind and just take everybody in, 
That (autpit me something about direct 
ing, the intensity of It all. and that you 
tend to go around blinkered at it were, 
and for a while people must accept that 
You, at the director, have got to know 
where you are going before you can 
relax and 'welcome* everyone the in on 
ill However, Barry and 1 developed a 
smashing working nHktionship, which was 
good. Another interesting thing about 
Th#T story wAi the shots With 1 Giro 
Copter we had. Thert was the arch villain 
in this* played by an actor called John 
Dearth, «4*o if escaping from the Doc 
who starts chasing him in his Balmobde 
like car. When we were doing that 
sequence we had the loan of this Giro 
Copter that had just been manufactured, 
and you see the villain running towards 
this thing Anyway the Copter was held 
still by wooden chocks, although the 
blades were going around to that he could 
seem to get in it and start off. As he 
approached the Giro Copier, he was 
about 200 yards away, whan it suddenly 
came to life and trundled away. The 
camera crew, wn«cn was approaching 
rapidly. Bed just as it toppled over and 
vent Tung', bits ffying everywhere 
Naturally, Ml heft broke lobet, everyone 
running around hoping no one was hurt 
which they weren't - although John 
Dearth was stunned and shocked He was 
lying flat on the floor, panicking because 
bits were flymg everywhere and when he 
got up, the costume people who got to 
him first found that a piece of the rotor 
blade had sliced through he jacket, 
mining hast by half an inch* Then they 
sewed the coat up and wa redid the scene 
with another Copter. The owners were 
none too pleased as it wasn't insured, 
being • prototype, but they brought in 
the oth er one." 

After a while he worked on Seen* of 
Doom as a PM his personal favourite, I 
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asked him why? 

"DouglA Camhdd This guy was one of 
the great action directors - ►>* had to 
much experience at ii. to much going lot 
hum charisma. tic. and such a way with 
people, acton and technicians alike all 
loved him. And Saadi of Doom wan 
brilliant, al because If had Douglas Cam 
hald directing if and. b) ha call it to vary 
well, Doctor directors art always 
heavily under pressure, at I'm aura you 
know, the programmes, are always dors# in 
a then space of time on tuppence 
ha'penny However, this man could make 
magic Out of nothing - ha was brilliant 
If Androfmrto hat anything going for it 
from me at a Director then I would like 
to dedicate the programme to Douglas 
Camfietd, He taught me to much " 

Graeme't last work on Doctor Who. 
before becoming a director, wet on 
Htirriew'j Gare. again ei a PA Shortly 
afterward!, he rote to be a director, 
and worked on BBC's Iasi senes of 
Asigtpfe 

"John had said to me a long time ago, 
'When you become a director coma and 
tae me, hopefully With example* of other 
work I had dona. After Angrtt one day he 
called me to sea him and said, 1 want to 
offer you a Doctor rtho, art you free? 
Whai act your commitments for the 
moment 1” f was giwn Grwr of AmfratmL 
I got hold of the scripts, read a first draft 
and had discussions with the script editor 
and wa* so excited - I thought I’d landed 
a brilliant script Robert Holmes 
presented us with a very good dynamic 
script. Hard because most of h was studio 
bound, with caws and rocks but apart 
from the odd word, 4 don't think we had 
to change a single thing, is was to wall 
written and I had the problem of doing it 
justice which made it a real challenge " 

1 asked if the writer ever suggests ideas 
for casting hit stories? "No, I didn’t have 
any dealing* with Bob in that area, at ad. 
f didn't ring him up and say ’Hay, Guv. 
who do you think for this . . blah. blah, 
blah ' AH I did was phone him and say 
Thank you, Robert Holmes, for a 
smashing script, I hope you'll trust me 
w<th it and chat it's going to be good 
newt when it's finished ' The only dn 
anatom I have about casting are with 
John Nathan Turner I raid the script and 
then haw long discussion $ with him 
about how I see the characters and he can 
uy 'Oh no, l think it should be fway 
and we should be going for this kind of 
character.' And we bash out those 
problems first - the Type of character 
wa'ra going to look for, then John, 
knowing we have a really fight budget 
hopes that we can attract some smashing 
names to #ab The audience Dacroe Who 
does attract some great names and acton 
because it's all good fun, and then kids 
want them to do it.

Having assembled his cast I wondered if

"Characterisation comet out in the re 
hearsafs However some actors though 
fust love the parts as soon as they read 
them Whan I met Christopher Gable, 
initially for the peel of Safatecn, and 
outlined the story ha said, "Oh, and who 
*i Sharraj Jefcr* I quickly Md him about 
the character, but said Tm not going to 
say too much at this stage, just read th* 
script I'm not sure if you are tie part, 
and I'm not even lure 1 can convince 
John mat you'd ba ri^it. tut tee what 
you think ' Two or three days later hit 
•gent rang up an ta*d, Wfl come and 
do anything you vrtast, Salateen or what 
ever if you think he's riqnt for if but he 
must, fiimm do Sharp Jekt' So I went 
and saw John and said '1 don't want ,to 
look any further, I want Christopher to 
play this pert because hell be smashing, 
which wa slightly odd at I now had no 
one for Salateen and then the brainwave 
came and Robert, luckily, said. "Vet' 
and off we went What happened was that 
Robert cam* in to see me and we had just 
five minutes natter 4 told him about the 
char Kief and f said to him that he should 
take the script* home and read them and 
let m# know by this time f was running 
close to the wind, running out of lime for 
catting. It wa quite sudden, but I 
thought this it going to be good He read 
it so brilliantly Then he rang me up and 
said he'd do it and w* didn't have arty 
contact until the rehearsals - and That 
was when so many wonderful things came 
out He just built Salateen up and up into 

• magtcal character And the difficulty 
with that character was because of th* 
Android version - the audience had to 
be confused, we didn't wwtr the audience 
10 immediately spot the difference and 
wonder which was the real one It wasn't 
until about episode three th#T he ifttto- 
duced these weird looks he would give, as 
th* android, whan Jet was in danger 

1 then broached the subject of Salateen t 
abrupt death - one minute cheerfully 
informing hn men that th* androids 
couldn't hurt Them, the neat being 
Masted down a tunnel by on* of them 
Bearing in mind that Jek and Stott were 
«Ho shot and Morgut death was none too 
pleasant » wondered if Graeme had 
deliberately gone in for horror and shocks? 

"Weil, Cm not going to gat involved in 
the politics of today and violence but I 
believe totally in what I'm involved in, 
even if ii is thousands of yeari hence in 
a situation we just can't believe in yet.

when we were lint setting this pro 
gramme up that I didn't want to go for 
lasers and strange weapons because the 
characters were human being* anyway 
to we didn't need to go for outrageous 
thing* like that.

1 wanted real guns, reality wherever 
possible I didn’t went to overstep the 
mark and just wallow in blood tut I 
wanted To make it a today event although 
sat In the 29th century.

From the politics of violence, to the 
politics of. .. politics' Were the characters 
of Morgus, Timmin af af baud on real 
politician* of today? 

"I think it wat there, yes. but it wasn't 
any particular character, h’s just that 
when you're doing certain scenes like (he 
assassination of ■ President and when 
Timmin comet in and there's this kind ol 
gamesmanship between she end Morgus 
When you're discussing the scene there 
are no names particularly mentioned but 
you do talk about thin# that happened

From those characters, I moved to Jek 
and commented that he was very lik* a 
Phonram of the Opera charactur,

"W* didn’t start off and say This is a 
Phantom of the Opera story here and * 
gun running story There ' I wa just 
pleased That the script was that good, but

Next I mentioned Graeme's direction - 
especially hn me of fades and mixing, not 
a technique commonly seen in the pro¬ 
gramme Wei it hit particular sty** ? 

"A style I saw suited to the progr jmmr 
I don't know if I've got I 'style', There 
an certain things I'm al s w iyi striving to 
do. certain styles of shots You read a

Graeme Harper's 
stunning directing debut on (he show - 
hit novel style of muting shots to speed 
things up, hi t determination to use 
Roger Limb i capabilities as a musician 
not only to add to the atmosphere, but in 
many places, actually be responsible for 
creating it and his inspired casting And 
thi rdly. Robert Holmes flawless script 
that ju it arched to be given the best 
treatment possible - and got it 
Whilst it has been a necessary and 
superb boost for the show over the Iasi 
few years to have an influ * of new 


writing talent like Christopher Bidmead. 
Sieve Gallagher and Christopher Bailey. 
Caws of Andros ant proves that there’s 
no harm ininviiing back (heexperienced 
people that truly know what makes the 
show tick This story, like many of Robert 
Holmes’ previous norm, borrowed 
« k ten sively from cl ati+c I iterature - 
Tsiooi of Wrung Chtsng was a token 
gesture to Sherlock Holmes. The 
Sunmaker? ack nowf edged George 
Orwell and here he takes La-roux’t 
Phantom of the Opera and gives it the 
Doctor Who treatment Instead of Lon 
Chaney's cloak and stagger 
performance, Christopher Gable played 
the disfigured madman who lusts not for 
power but simply revenge over the man 
who wronged him Unlike Slot/ or 
Morgue. Jek isn’t interested in the 
Spectra* - his hoarding of the drug is 
simply a pusti liable means to art end. and 
it isn't until he meets Peri that wo really 
teehim as a villain. He wants her, he 
needs to ‘feast this! eyes on ther|i 
delicacy - and the Doctor ’s 
protectiveness is an unwanted 
obstruction that can easily be removed. 
Rather then do anything untoward
